One hundred years ago the name of 
Gowing was well known in 
Wilmington. There were seven or 
eight families. Some were butchers, 
some were lumbermen, and some 


were farmers, 
Today. no one has that name. A 
number of people are members of the 


| Gowing Family association, and 
attend the yearly meeting, but the 
only Gowing in Wilmington is Gowing 
Road, and Gowing Brook, both of 
which are on the ancestral acres, off 
Park Street. ‘ 

Daniel Gowing was the last lock 
keeper, at the Gillis Locks of the 
Middlesex Canal. Those were the 
locks near the foot of Shawsheen 
Avenue, where the old Route 129 
bridge stands. 

Daniel Gowing moved to North 
Billerica, in his old age, and died 
there, Some people of Wilmington are 
under the impression that he was the 
last of his name. 

Such is not the case, The last 
Gowing was probably Otis. He lived in 
the ancestral farmhouse, today the 

} Andersen farmhouse, off Park Street. 

Otis Gowing died in 1920. Joseph 
McMahon, well known member of a 
Wilmington family liked to tell of the 
death of ‘Ote’, as he called Otis. 

i Otis was born in the old farmhouse 
of Park Street, in which his ancestors 
had lived ever since they moyed up 
from Lynnfield on 1710. He was born 
in 1849, the son of Joshua and Clarissa 
Gowing. Otis was not the last child in 
the family, but he was the last to 
survive. 

He was a little over twelve years old 
when the Confederates fired on Fort 
Sumter, and the Civil War began. 

He was not_yet sixteen when he 
joined the Army. Possibly he was the 
youngest man to serve in the Union 
‘Army, from Wilmington, during the 
Civil War. 

Otis joined the Fifty First 
Regiment, Massachusetts Volunteer 
Infantry. He was a Private, in 
Company D. Levi Swain, of Salem 
Street, was the First Corporal. 

Company D was recruited locally. 
Mostly it was of men from 
Wilmington, North Reading and

‘The Fifty First offered a one-year 
enlistment, and several cash bonuses. 
It was a good regiment, if one had to 
go. The story has been told how Levi 
posted the warrant, as Constable, for 
the special town meetirig held in what 
is now the Legion Hall, and then 
joined the Army. 

In the case of Otis, it probably was 
youthful enthusiasm. 

‘The Fifty First mustered in Essex 
County, and was shipped to New 
Orleans by sea. One of the ships sunk, 
on the way, and it was the = in 
which Company D was embarked. 
‘There is a well known Currier & Ives 
lithograph, showing the loss of that 
ship. No one in Company D was lost. 

‘The company was sent up the 
Mississippi River. The Fifty First 
Massachusetts took part in the seige 
of Port Hudson, one of the last 
strongholds of the Confederates, on 
the Mississippi 

Company D was in the trenches, 
around Port Hudson, for about three 
days. The men saw a little action, but 
not much. 

After the fall of Port Hudson the 
Fifty First was eventually shipped uj 
river, by steamer. The men returned, 
from’ Iilinois to Massachusetts, by 
rail. Otis, and other men of Company 
D were mustered out at the end of a 
year’s service. The war was not yet 


‘over, 

Before he was eighteen years old 
Otis Gowing was a discharged 
veteran soldier. He returned" to the 
farm. 

His mother died in 1865, She was 56. 
His father lived on for many years, 
finally passing on in 1890, at the age of 
84. Otis was alone in the old 
farmhouse. He was to live there for 
the next 40 years. 

Perhaps he joined the GAR, in 
Reading. There was none in 


Dating back to approximately 1710, the Gowing farmhouse is today the Andersen home on 


Park Street. 


In front of the house, on the right in this picture, is the famous Bunker Hill Elm, which 
tradition said was planted on the day of the battle of Bunker Hill. The door at the left no 
longer exists, but the stone step, which was set in front of that door, is still in position.

He did not aspire to the post 
of Selectman.

In front of it was an elm tree, called 
the Bunker Hill Elm. Reputedly it had 
been planted by a Gowing youth on 
the day of Bunker Hill, which, legend 
has it, could be heard from 


‘That elm tree was in front of the 
Gowing house, and Ed Nelson Eames 
included it in his picture. He also took 
a picture of Otis, a picture which also 
still exists. It, like others by the late 
Ed Nelson Eames, is an excellent 


photograph. 

Otis, or as Joe McMahon called 
him, Ote, was returning home from 
Wilmington Center, on June 26, 1920. 
That was when he died, and Joe 
always enjoyed relating the incident 
to his fri 

Otis was in his horse drawn buggy. 
He had gone down Concord Street and 
the buggy turned left onto Woburn 
Street, Possibly that was the last 
thing that Ote did, or possibly the 
horse turned without Ote to tug on the

That was when someone came by, 
and saw Ote, still sitting upright in the 
buggy, dead.

‘The Gowing farmhouse still stands, 
in North Wilmington, off Park Street. 
It dates back into the early 1700s. The 
first Gowing bought the property 
about 1710, and the farmhouse was 
built shortly thereafter. Like others 
in North Wilmington, the Gowing 
farhily came from Lynnfield. 

It was on Bunker Hill Day that an 
‘event took place which is to be seen, in 
this picture, that is if one is willing to 
believe in tradition. 

The noise of the battle, tradition 
says, could be heard in Wilmington. 

And, at that time, according to the 
same tradition, a youth of the Gowing 
family had been using a switch, he 
had pulled from the ground, on’ the
